He had also been told by BESEKOW of an, 
undertaking THEOIDR in the Balkans, probably in Yugoslavia, but he 
did not. know where this operation had been planned and executed (if 
‘ it was oxoouted) ; he believes bh^t it may have been connected with 
a Joint undertaking of the S^D. and W°ffon which was. intended ■. 

to capture Marshal TITO with his headquarters. He is confident 
that there wore no successful VI S operations between the Mussolini
